that bo waa uoi to bo breaent. Evidentlyit waa to bava been a Campbell
meeting more than a Democratic
iog. Hut tbo won! of hit llloesi ioou
pread everywhore and it cut down tho
nnmbftr of vititor*.
The Klysian tLetter was nicely arranged,tho stage tastefully decorated,

pictures of President Clovoland, Allen
G. Tburman anil tfx-Ciovernor Cauipbellbeing hung in full view of the audiencein the center ot decoration*
made up of thu national colon, but nowherecould a picture of Calvin b. Uric®
be aeen.
Uackett'i brass band got out early in

the evening and with lively aira upon
the streets, attracted a crowd to await
tfte arrival of Governor MacCorkie, of
Wett Virginia, and Hon. Owou Scott,
of Illinois '1 hey had beou at Woodsfieldin the afternoon and the train did
not reach belt aire until nearly 8 o'clock,
b'ereral delegations that had not heard
the chief attraction of the evening
could not bo there, had arrived, and the
expreaiions ot diaappointiuout had a

stifling effect upon tho eifort to keep up
even an appearance of enthusiasm.

Howovor, tho thing had beeu arrangedand had to be carried out. and
in spite of (he drawbacks the managers
got a large crowd into tho theater.

the meeting waa very Inte in getting
started. '1 his was not so much the
fault of the lute arrival of tho speakers,
ae of the unnecessary delay of tbe
Wheeling crowd. This city sent down
over 400 people, and tho cars were all
uncomfortably overcrowded. Half the
crowd wore Prince Albert coats, silk
hats end big yellow crysanthemums.
Meiiter'n band headed thorn, and they
liad to make a local ebow by marching
up Chffpliue stroet to Twelfth, down to
.Market, to Fourteenth, to Main and
on Maiu to Sooth. Tho train, announcedto learn at 7, got away soon
after 8, and then it had to run slowly to
let the conductor get all the tickota.
Tbe show of red lire and other pyrotechnicsilluminated the whole heavens

as the train approacuod Delia! ro. Tlier®
another delay occurred while distinguishedguests were bunted up to put
into four or live hacks. Wheeling made
most of tho parado. The street* were

packed with people ail aiong tho lino,
and a few nouses wore illuminated and
decorated. It was ver.r evident that
Colonel Deiaplaine's aggregation of Colo*
neli was the main attraction, however,
and comparatively low of tliom went
into the hali. »

Mr. A. W. Kennon, chairman of the
county committee, called tlio meeting
to order and announced John il.
Campbell, one of the local candidate
for representative. as chairman. Mr.
Campbell iu a few words introduced
Gov. .MacCorkle.
Got. MacCorklo opened by roquetingthe crowd to glvo throe rousing

cheers for Cam'joll. "next I'rosident oi
the United Stales." 'lhey wore givou.
He aald the Uopublieans tallied of win*
niots West Virginia, and told
a atory of a man who aaid that the
tard would govern in this country
hereafter, to which another responded
that in order to be elected ho would
have to run on tho Democratic ticket.
This causod wild applause.

Trie governor addrot&ed lus remarks
largely to the "bald'headed backsliders"who voted the Itopublicau
ticket last time. He ruferrnd to the
ilouieatead strike and tho Winchester
riflei (tied there, and declared that "ail
the troubles tho laboring uiau hat hn«l
for thirty yean come from a tax which
did not do justice to thorn, and did
more than justice for tho rich man."
Now, he Maid, at the grand coming of
the inillenium of Democracy, tho amoko
ia beginning to buru from overy
chimney.
He aaid: *'i am building a rmlroad

down here in Went Virginia. I am nut
afioor fellow any longer.
